Sale hastens disappearance of pint bottles at liquor stores

The pint bottle Is disappearing from slate 
liquor stores, and it's going out ln a firewater 
sole. 

The 500-milllliter bottles — belter known as 
the pint size — are being marked down so that 
they will sell more quickly, says Jim Bauf^i. 
osslstont superintendent of the Idaho FJquor 
Dispensary. About 50 products from various 
distillers now arc Involved, and the rcst wlU 
take price cuts during the next few months, he 
' says. 

The Liquor Dispensary Is replacing the 
pints with a smaller bottle that holds 350 



milliliters.
